(iii) a heat shock protein (HSP) produced in response to an 
infectious agent, the HSP selected from the group consisting 
of HSP 60, gp 96, cpn20, ubiquitin, and cpn 30; and 

c) comparing the concentration of the at least one marker with the 
concentration of the marker in a sample of the same bone related 
tissue or cells from a control individual who does not have 
osteoporosis.
